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Councillors clash over 
cost of cemetery doors

AXMINSTER councillors have clashed over 
spending nearly £5,000 on the cost of a new 
door at the former cemetery chapel when they 
refused to do likewise at the Guildhall, one of 
the town’s most important buldings. 

The clash came at a meeting of the Building and Fi¬ 
nance Committee earlier in the summer, the minutes of 
which were approved at last week’s full council meeting. 

Town mayor Jeremy Walden reported that three quota¬ 
tions had been received for the purchase and fixing of an 
additional door at the chapel, which is now used as a 
store. 

The decision to accept the tender of £4,680 was pro¬ 
posed by Councillor Andrew Moulding and seconded by 
Councillor Sue Spiller. 

“Outrageous cost” 

But Councillor Paul Hayward stated that he felt the ex¬ 
penditure was “outrageous”, particularly in the light of 
the fact that councillors had not been prepared to spend a 
similar sum two years ago to renew the Guildhall doors 
which were bigger and on a more prestigious building. 

Councillor Spiller responded that the decision had been 
made in the context of scores of people having been made 
redundant by Axminster Carpets and the very future of 
that business, one of the town’s major employers, hanging 
in the balance and redundant workers relying on food- 
banks to feed their families.

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From the editor's chair 
Who dares gets battered! 



I’VE always looked upon Colyton and Colyford as 
one community - and indeed it is. I’ve always been 
aware, of course, that Colyford is an ancient bor¬ 
ough but the village and town have always been 
run by Colyton Parish Council on which Colyford 
has representation, currently four out of 13 coun¬ 
cillors, although this is not a statutory right. 

There has been murmurs for a long time, how¬ 
ever, from Colyford that the village does not get a 
fair deal, which has encouraged the current Mayor 
of Colyford, Howard West to “bravely” raise the 
issue at a recent council meeting. 

I say “bravely” because it takes a bit of guts to go 
against the grain at Colyton Parish Council meet¬ 
ings. They are, as demonstrated frequently in re¬ 
cent years, a close-knit group who close ranks 
whenever anyone dares to challenge their modi 
operandi. 

This newspaper is the only one that takes any in¬ 
terest in Colyton Parish Council by sending a re¬ 
porter to every meeting. Indeed, we have done that 
for many years. 

From time to time, however, we have upset 
councillors by reporting on matters that they 
would prefer not to be publicised, despite such 
matters being discussed in open council, the infer¬ 


ence being that we should only report on the pos¬ 
itives and never the negatives. That view, of 
course, is contrary to the basic principles of 
democracy and we have resisted any attempt to 
stop us doing our job responsibly. 

We really upset the council recently when we had 
the audacity to record their deliberations at a par¬ 
ticularly controversial meeting, to ensure we got it 
exactly right. To do so was contrary to the council’s 
standing orders (rules). We had never been sent a 
copy of those standing orders and they are not 
listed on the council’s website, at the library, on the 
council notice board or any other public place. 

The council threatened to report us to the Press 
Complaints Commission for contravening their 
rules but common sense prevailed and if we want 
to record meetings in the future we have to seek 
permission which, from time to time, we will do. 

The parish council defended its commitment to 
Colyford at its last meeting and Howard West took 
a bit of a battering over his claims about the village 
not getting its fair share. 

But it was his democratic right to raise the matter 
and he should not be unnecessarily castigated be¬ 
cause he did not tow the party line.

Councillors dash 
over cost of doors 

AXMINSTER councillors have clashed over spending 
nearly £5,000 on the cost of a new door at the former 
cemetery chapel when they refused to do likewise at 
the Guildhall, one of the town’s most important buld- 
ings.

Councillor Paul Hayward stated that he felt the ex¬ 
penditure of £4,680 was “outrageous", particularly 
in the light of the fact that councillors had not been 
prepared to spend a similar sum two years ago to 
renew the Guildhall doors which were bigger and on 
a more prestigious building. 

Councillor Sue Spiller responded that the decision 
had been made in the context pf scores of people 
having been made redundant by Axminster Carpets 
amd the very future of that business, one of the 
town’s major employers, hanging in the balance and 
redundant workers relying on foodbanks to feed 
their families. 

In the end, the cost of the recently fitted new doors 
was paid for by a donation from the Axminster Care 
Service, a registered charity 

Councillor Walden thought the expenditure being 
proposed on the cemetery chapel as “an investment 
in the future”. The proposed location was central and 
accessible in nearly all weather conditions and the 
historic nature of the building was “deserving of re¬ 
spect". 

All councillors present at the committee meeting, 
with the exception of Councillor Hayward, voted in 
favour of accepting the tender for £4,680. 

Town clerk Hilary Kirkcaldie stated that as this was 
not a budgeted expenditure in the present financial 
year, the money would have to be taken from re¬ 
serves. This was approved with Councillor Hayward 
voting against. 


Town ‘up for sale’ 
says the Mayor 

HONITON is being “put up for sale" by district coun¬ 
cillors in order to fund their costly relocation project, 
the town's mayor has claimed. 

Councillor Peter Halse, who became first citizen in 
May and also represents the town on the district 
council, said decisions were being made that were 
not in the interests of Honiton residents. 

Land at the Heathpark estate had been identified 
as a possible location for East Devon District Coun¬ 
cil’s new office complex. 

But in a controversial move earlier this year, coun¬ 
cillors opted to reject the Honiton site and build new 
headquarters at SkyPark, on the outskirts of the dis¬ 
trict. 

The land now looks likely to be sold for the devel¬ 
opment of a new supermarket. 

And in a further blow to the local economy, the dis¬ 
trict’s business hub - currently based at Heathpark 
- has also been lined up 
for closure. 

At a town council 
meeting last week, for¬ 
mer mayor Councillor 
Vernon Whitlock raised 
the issue of businesses 
being forced to relocate. 

And Councillor Halse 
admitted that he shared 
the concerns of busi¬ 
nesses, councillors and 
residents, who feel the 
town is being stripped of 
its assets. 

“I am at loggerheads 
with the (district) coun¬ 
cil on the way this has 
been done. I am disap¬ 
pointed that they will be 
demolishing a building 
that is of great use to the 
town and is not costing 
anything. 

“Initially they told us 
another facility would be 
provided, but it turns out 
they were thinking the 
private sector could re¬ 
place it. 

“The fact of the matter 
is that Honiton is being 
put up for sale and its 
assets are being razed in 
order for the district 
council to move to the 
outskirts of Exeter." 


Delay on coastal 
protection plan 

A MAJOR project to improve coastal defences along 
the Sidmouth seafront is facing further delays, after 
environmental experts announced key research 
would take longer than first thought. 

Teams of researchers have been digging through 
the archives to gather relevant information about the 
history of the town’s coastal defences. 

And members of the steering group leading East 
Devon District Council’s beach management project 
had hoped that critical data would be available by 
September. 

But unearthing the facts has taken much longer 
than expected, and experts have had to trawl 
through two decades worth of archive material in 
order to track down the vital information. 

As a result, the steering group has now been told 
that initial reports, which could help to shape the fu¬ 
ture development of the project, will not be available 
until February next year. 

EDDC’s deputy leader Councillor Andrew Moulding, 
who chairs the steering group, said being thorough 
in the early stages of the project would pay off fur¬ 
ther down the line. 

He said: “Any delay is of course unfortunate, but we 
have to look at a project like this in the round." 


COLYTON/COLYFORD 

'Driving a wedge 9 
in fair deal plea 

THE Mayor of Colyford has been told he could “drive 
a wedge" between the village and neighbouring 
town Colyton, after complaining that residents do 
not get a fair deal from the parish council. 

Mayor Howard West, who also sits on Colyton 
Parish Council, last month complained that residents 
of Colyford did not get anything from the £12,331 in 
council tax precept they paid, the equivalent of 28 
per cent of the whole parish, describing the village 
as the “poor relation" of the parish. 

He listed a number of grievances, including that all 
sports and recreation facilities were built in Colyton, 
despite some being funded by Section 106 money 
from local developments in Colyford; the parish 
council gave no support to Colyford with regards to 
the proposed Stop Line Way cycle route; the village 
received little assistance from the parish’s handy¬ 
man John Rollings; and the village had no dog bins 
depsite requests for them. 

Councillor Caroline Collier argued against each of 
his complaints, in particular his comments against 
handyman Mr Rollings, saying he was always avail¬ 
able to carry out work in Colyford and had been 
“quite upset" by Councillor West’s claims. She was 
later backed by council chairman Andrew Parr, who 
said it was “disappointing" and “ill-advised" that 
Councillor West raised complaints about Mr Rollings 
at a public meeting. 

Councillor West replied: “It’s not his fault, it’s the 
parish council’s fault." 

Councillor Collier also argued that Colyford resi¬ 
dents had asked to take on responsibility for their 
own public garden areas, and that the Burgesses of 
Colyford had requested to work on their own route 
for the Stop Line Way, which the parish council had 
allowed. She added that council meetings were for 
the benefit of both Colyton and Colyford and mem¬ 
bers often discussed matters in both communities. 

With regards to a complaint over the continuing 
problems caused by buses picking up from Colyton 
Grammar School in Colyford, Councillor Collier said 
this was something the council had been working on 
for years, before Councillor West even joined the 
council. 

She backed Councillor Rodney Turner’s previous 
argument that sports and recreation facilities in 
Colyton were for the use of everyone in the parish 
and, with regards to dog bins, said she thought the 
installation of bins could be arranged if locations 
were suggested. 

“If you’re not careful, you are going to drive a wedge 
between the two settlements. We want to have a 
good relationship between both communities," she 
concluded. 

Councillor West argued that he had never said he 
wanted to split from the town but people had as¬ 
sumed this. 

“I have just asked what Colyton Parish Council can 
do for Colyford in the future. From what Councillor 
Collier said, we might get one dog bin and that’s all! 

“I’m sorry, but Colyford pays 28 per cent of the pre¬ 
cept and not a single penny is being spent in the vil¬ 
lage. It’s got to change."

The minutes report there was “a lively discussion” re¬ 
garding the two sets of doors and the justification of such 
expenditure.

Deputy mayor Douglas Hull pointed out in the fullness 
of time the town council would be responsible for the Ju¬ 
bilee field and they would need to employ staff and ma¬ 
chinery to maintain it. 

All councillors present at the committee meeting, with 
the exception of Councillor Hayward, voted in favour of 
accepting the tender for £4,680. 

Town clerk Hilary Kirkcaldie stated that as this was not 
a budgeted expenditure in the present financial year, the 
money would have to be taken from reserves. This was 
approved with Councillor Hayward voting against. 

The council also decided last week to spend £15,054 on 
replacing the central heating boilers at the Guildhall. 
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Government’s scheme puts 143 East 
Devon households on property ladder 


THE Help to Buy scheme launched by the govern¬ 
ment has assisted 143 households get a foot on the 
property ladder in East Devon. 

This is in stark contrast to Mid Devon and North 
Devon, where there have been just 42 and 11 sales re¬ 
spectively. 

The government has issued its first set of regional 
statistics for sales between April 1st and June 30th, re¬ 
vealing that 80 per cent of Help to Buy sales have 
gone to first-time buyers. 

The controversial scheme has fuelled concern of 
house price inflation across the country, but Steve 
Russell, managing director of Devonshire Homes 
(pictured right), believes the scheme has encouraged 
developers to create desperately needed new homes 
in the South West. 

He said: “In this region most first time buyers have 
been unable to buy a new home because of the diffi¬ 
culty of raising a deposit. Help to Buy has enabled 
them to buy a new home by putting just 5 per cent of 
the sale price down. 

“We have seen negligible effect on new build house 
prices, and even nationally new build inflation was re¬ 
cently reported to be just 2 per cent. 



“Help to Buy has certainly encouraged us to build 
more new homes, but the region is far from meeting 
its targets. While more than 60,000 homes have been 
built in the South West in the last four years, develop¬ 
ers must complete more than 96,000 just to meet the 
estimated annual demand.” 

Devonshire Homes is building 69 new homes at Am- 
berside in Axminster and all of their open market 
homes are available on the Help to Buy scheme.

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History of Bletchley Park’s role in WWII 


MOST people are well aware of the role 
that Bletchley Park played in the Second 
World War but there can be few with such

In 1938 the threat of war had forced 
government departments to consider 
moves out of London as air raids were 
greatly feared. One of those was the ci¬ 
pher department, which relocated to the 
mansion of Bletchley Park, on the market 
then for £7,500. 

The site commander was a man named 
Alistair Dennison. It is said that when he 
interviewed new recruits he did so with a 
loaded revolver on the table and threat¬ 
ened to personally shoot anyone who be¬ 
trayed the Official Secrets Act! 

Until 1938 codes had been broken man¬ 
ually but the Enigma machine changed all 
that and new methods were required. For¬ 
tunately, the Poles had managed to acquire 
a machine and collaborated with the Al¬ 
lies. 

Some of the best brains in the country 
sought ways of solving the problem. In 
1941 a group of code breakers wrote se¬ 
cretly to Churchill to complain of a lack 
of resources. His memo was typical as he 
demanded “action this day” to his staff. 

Although the Germans considered their 
codes to be unbreakable there were flaws 
in the system which were exploited by

Bletchley. Alan Turing is widely credited 
with solving the code but there were oth¬ 
ers of equal standing including engineers 
and mathematicians. 

Until early 1942 the Enigma machine 
had three wheels. Then, messages again 
became cryptic and it was not until Octo¬ 
ber of that year when paperwork was re¬ 
covered from a U-boat that it was realised 
a change had been made to create a four- 
wheel machine and the codes were again 
decipherable. 

From then on the submarine menace be¬ 
came manageable and battlefield informa¬ 
tion flowed to the Generals until progress 
following D-Day reduced the need for ad¬ 
vance knowledge as the dependency was 
now on immediate and local knowledge. 

The site was closed down at the end of 
1944 when no less than 10,000 people 
were involved with the project.

NOW in its 67th year, Whitford and District Village 
Produce Association continues to go from strength to 
strength.

First held in 1947, Whitford Show is considered to be 
one of the principal village events of its kind in East 
Devon and this year’s event, opened by Michael 
Pritchard, managing director of Pecorama in Beer, was 
no exception.

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THE Reverend Geoffrey Walsh opens from Axminster: 
“How would you feel if your life was threatened unless you 
changed your beliefs and converted to another religion? 

“This, of course, you scoff at, here sitting comfortably in 
a country where our laws allow us the freedom to worship 
who or what we wish. This, however, is not the case in the 
Middle East where a number of countries outlaw Christian¬ 
ity. In Iraq, whilst the world has been focusing on Israel and 
Palestine, ISIS is moving south towards Baghdad; tens of 
thousands of Iraqis are fleeing their homes. Iraqi Christians, 
if caught, are given the option of converting to Islam and 
paying the Islamic fine or, as in the majority of cases, they 
are murdered. 

“Numerous churches have been burnt down and countless 
Christians have been forced to flee or killed. Please don’t 
ignore their plight, pray for our brothers and sisters and for 
all those giving them aid. 

“The war in Gaza leads this week’s news coverage; the 
Archbishop of Canterbury issued a long statement on 
Wednesday. We cannot pretend our correspondent sends 
cheering reports but Christian and Islamic clerics in Beirut 
held a sit-in and prayed together about both situations. 

“Elsewhere, Anglican Bishops in England expressed var¬ 
ious views but chiefly calling on the UK government to fol¬ 
low the example of France and grant refuge to Christians 
fleeing Iraq. In the light of present events, The Archbishop 
of Canterbury has called on Britain to ‘open its doors’ to the 
thousands of refugees fleeing the advance of Islamist mili¬ 
tants in Iraq. Protesters who have gathered in Whitehall have 
called on Britain to help. 

“The Yazidis as senior figures have said that 2,000 years 
of Christianity could be wiped out. In the Middle East at 
least 1.5million people have been displaced by violence to 
date. Help in the form of over £8million has been sent from 
Britain.”

I don't think there is one major issue in Honiton right 
now, but there are one or two things that I think do 
need addressing. I feel very strongly about the older 
generation losing out with the closure of the St 
Michael’s Day Centre. It's going to have quite an ef¬ 
fect on the older people in the town, and for the peo¬ 
ple who care for them. For people who do not see 
anybody from day to day, St Michael's is their lifeline. 
The younger generation are experiencing similar 
problems with their own building and it is important 
that somebody stands up for them. 

• WHAT are you hoping to achieve as a town coun¬ 
cillor? 

I've really enjoyed the first few weeks as a councillor. 
Honiton has a great team of people working for the 
good of the town and they have all been very helpful 
and friendly. My main is simply to help the families 


• WHAT past experience do you have that makes 
you a suitable person for the role? 

I've experienced a lot of different people and places 
and worked quite a few jobs over the years - in a 
garage, in shops, in the manufacturing industry. I 
also helped with my husband’s cleaning business 
and worked in the old abattoir in the 1980s and 90s 
before it was demolished. But I really enjoyed being 
a barmaid, working in Exeter clubs as well as at the 
Royal British Legion, the Red Lion and the Carlton in 
recent years. Working behind the bar, you get to 
meet a cross-section of people and hopefully that 
ability to work with all different kinds of people will 
help me as a councillor. 

• ARE there any life lessons you stick by? 

If you have a goal in life make sure you do not give it 
up.

A particular highlight in the new line-up will un¬ 
doubtedly be the A7 Sportback ultra, the first in this 
new range of overtly efficiency focused models to 
combine frugality worthy of the ultra badge with six 
cylinder power. The heavily modified single-turbo 
3.0-fitre V6 is capable of returning an outstanding 
60.1mpg, corresponding to C02 emissions of 122 
grams per kilometre, and a seven-speed S tronic 
twin-clutch transmission newly developed specifi¬ 
cally for front-wheel-drive applications helps to 
maximise its 400Nm peak torque output and deliv¬ 
ers keener response than the multitronic C VT trans¬ 
mission used by its closest predecessor. In the TDI 
ultra the 0-62mph sprint takes just 7.3 seconds on 
the way to a top speed of 149mph. 

The 218PS V6 TDI engine is also available in the 
new range in conjunction with quattro permanent 
all-wheel-drive and seven-speed S tronic transmis¬ 
sion, a configuration that is shared by the 272PS sin¬ 
gle-turbo V6 which slots in above it in the range. In 
the top TDI tier, the mighty 320PS twin turbo BiTDI 
channels its 650Nm via the eight-speed tiptronic au¬ 


tomatic. As an alternative to diesel power, a super¬ 
charged six-cylinder petrol unit delivering 333PS 
and finked to the seven-speed S tronic transmission 
and quattro all-wheel-drive is also available. 

30PS more for S7 Sportback 
V8 twin-turbo petrol power is reserved for the new 
S7 Sportback and RS 7 Sportback models, the latter 
set to open for order next month ready for first de¬ 
liveries in the first quarter of 2015. The S7 Sportback 
now benefits from a 30PS power upgrade to 450PS 
while the RS 7 Sportback uses its 560PS output to 
deliver a remarkable sub-four-second 0-62mph 
sprint time. The S7 Sportback uses the seven-speed 
S tronic twin-clutch and the RS 7 Sportback the 
eight-speed tiptronic, and the units in both cars em¬ 
ploy Cylinder-on-Demand technology to make the 
most of every tank of fuel. The new S7 Sportback 
shows a slight improvement in economy despite its 
power boost, returning up to 30.4mpg according to 
the official combined cycle test, and benefits from a 


4% or lOg/km reduction in C02 output to 215g/km. 
In the RS 7 Sportback, engine revisions have also 
brought slight improvements to C02 output and 
economy, which now stand at 221g/km and 
29.7mpg (according to the combined cycle test). 

All versions of the new A7 Sportback are available 
with the added cushioning comfort of four-mode 
adaptive air suspension, and quattro versions can 
also be equipped with the sport differential for pre¬ 
cise torque distribution between the rear wheels for 
even greater control and adjustability. The standard 
adaptive air suspension set-up in the S7 Sportback 
features S specific tuning, while RS 7 Sportback 
models feature RS adaptive air suspension, but can 
be equipped at extra cost with conventionally spmng 
RS sports suspension plus incorporating the Dy¬ 
namic Ride Control (DRC) damping system. Both 
versions naturally benefit from quattro all-wheel- 
drive, and both also feature the sport differential as 
standard.

The New Technology That Will 
Power the Family Car of 2020 


THE family cars of the next decade will be some of the most 
economical mainstream cars ever built, tha nk s to a raft of cut¬ 
ting-edge technologies which are already being worked on, ac¬ 
cording to a new report by Autocar. 

The world’s oldest and most respected motoring title has re¬ 
vealed the top five new technologies that will propel the aver¬ 
age family car to achieve C02 output figures of well under 
90g/km and fuel efficiency levels of more than 300mpg. The 
average family car achieved just 132g/km of C02 in 2012 and 
is expected to manage 130g/km by next year. 

The European Union has set stringent regulations regulations 
that require all car makers to meet a rigorous set of average 
C02 emissions standards across their entire fleet of vehicles. 
These come into force in 2020. 

Hosted in full here, the report illustrates how flywheels, elec¬ 
tric turbochargers and intelligent aerodynamics will shape the 
way the mid-market saloons and hatchbacks will be built with 
the specific aim of meeting those standards. 

Autocar editor-in-chief Chas Hallett said: “The C02 targets 
laid down by the European Union are set to change the face of 
Europe’s car industry forever. Hitting the targets will be ex¬ 
pensive and difficult for nearly all of Europe’s car makers and 
the fact that early work is already under way on cars that are 
still at least five years from the showroom illustrates how chal¬ 
lenging it is.” 

Autocar’s top five new fuel-saving technologies: 

Flywheels: A British-designed flywheel system, which is 
used to drive the rear wheels of a front-wheel-drive car, is cur¬ 
rently in testing. It’s thought flywheels could become far more 
familiar on mainstream cars in the next decade because they 
can store waste energy and then release it, much like an electric 
motor and battery. Flywheel systems are also about a quarter 
of the cost of a hybrid set-up, far less complex and much 
lighter. 

Variable Compression Ratio Engines: Earlier this year, it 


was announced that manufacturers were developing engines 
with variable compression ratios. Although details of how this 
will be executed were not revealed, the principle has long been 
an important goal for engine designers. Being able to vary an 
engine’s compression ratio depending on the demands being 
placed on it will lead to significant advances in efficiency. 

Coasting: Coasting technology is something that is certain 
to be used on future models and will most likely be rolled out 
in three stages. The first stage, coasting at speed, is already a 
feature on some manufacturer models fitted with dual-clutch 
automatic gearboxes. The next version is expected to function 
when a car is travelling below 4mph. The ultimate version will 
allow transmission decoupling and engine shut-down when 
cruising at speed, travelling downhill or approaching traffic 
lights that are about to turn red. 

Electric Turbochargers: Manufacturers have already begun 
to preview their own versions of electric turbocharging. One 
such model from Audi uses a powerful fan in the engine’s in¬ 
duction system. This fan blows air through the turbo when the 
engine is decelerating in order to spin the turbo fan up to speed 
so that full boost is available as soon as the driver gets back 
on the accelerator. Such a system is especially useful for 
smaller-capacity downsized engines, which generate little ex¬ 
haust gas energy, especially at low speed. 

Enclosed Wheel Wells: Large steps forward in aerodynam¬ 
ics are difficult to achieve with mid-sized family cars. How¬ 
ever, it is believed that wheel wells might yield big reductions 
in drag. Some manufacturers are already directing air across 
the face of the front wheels to achieve this. The next natural 
step is to enclose the wheel housing so airflow doesn’t get 
trapped as it travels under the car. This would mean fitting an 
undertray that extends beneath the front wishbones. This flex¬ 
ible ‘skirt’, which could be attached to the wheel arch liners 
and the lower wishbones, creates a seal that moves with the 
suspension.

JIMPEARCY 

DEVON County FA secretary Paul 
Morrison made an amazing trib¬ 
ute in memory of the late Jim 
Pearcy at a memorial service in 
Ottery St Mary Parish church re¬ 
cently. 

Much of the tribute can be re¬ 
viewed on the Devon FA website 
but in the meantime I have done 
some research on Jim's involve¬ 
ment with the DEVON & EXETER 
FOOTBALL LEAGUE which I feel 
should also be recorded. 

Jim Pearcy of course was also 
the County FA press officer and it 
would be a major surprise if any¬ 
one ever equals or comes near 
Jim's incredible written football 
records and his travels to far parts. 

However, in addition to what 


Paul was able to communicate, it 
would be inappropriate not to 
mention Jim's soccer career locally. 

He began as a player at the age 
of 13 just after the second world 
war with ESCOTROVERS when the 
village side were in the Ottery & 
District League. 

The secretary ofEscot at the time 
was the late Jack Selway who had 
been a founder member of the Ot¬ 
tery League and also Escot Rovers 
when they formed a village team 
just after the first world war. 

I believe Escot were in the Ottery 
League for most years but prior to 
the 2nd world war they spent one 
season in the EAST DEVON & VIC¬ 
TORY LEAGUE which arguably is 
their first venture into our League. 
The Ottery League was dissolved 
in the mid 1960s and Escot then 
entered the EXETER & DISTRICT 
LEAGUE their first season being in 
1965. 

Jim was a registered player with 
the league until he broke his leg 
and had to stop playing. 

Escot Rovers continued as mem¬ 
bers when the league became the 
DEVON & EXETER LEAGUE in 1972 
until they disbanded in 1981 a 
membership of 16 years. 

For the last FIVE seasons 
1976/77-1980/81 Jim took over as 
secretary of Escot from Jack SeT 
way who had served the village 
team for 55 years. 

In the last couple of these sea¬ 
sons Jim also played the odd 
match and was very proud to 


score a winning goal in an impor¬ 
tant game of which he has a 
record from an article I wrote, and 
one we often enjoyed sharing. 

Jim was still very much involved 
with the local Ottery St Mary 
based cups competitions (Morri¬ 
son Bell, Grandisson and 
Golesworthy), and was always at 
the finals to either present trophies 
or say a few appropriate words. 

Jim Pearcy's contribution to 
local grass roots football has been 
massive.
